Although the publlo eohools of Wi¬ 
comico ebunty, under thw present 
school law, which became effective 
ab6at two years ago, are compelled to 
remain open to scholars for.a period 
of nine months in each year, the 
County School Board at a meeting 
held Thursday, decided that it would 
be necessary to close some of tl:e 
schools before the expiration of the 
atlotted period. This is owing to the 
fact that there are not sufficient funds 
to conduct these schools without in¬ 
curring a debt to the county, for 
which the members of the school 
board would be obliged to stand re¬ 
sponsible, and as there seems to be no 
prospect of getting together the re¬ 
quired amount.' 

The meeting Thursday was a spec¬ 
ial session called to discuss this finan¬ 
cial situatipn, with a view, if ppssible, 
of making an arrangement that would 
be satisfactory to both the tax-paying 
parents and to students who desire to 
attend the public schools for the en¬ 
tire school term. 

After considerable discussion it was 
decided that all of the smaller schools 
In the outlying districts would be clos¬ 
ed April 12th; the remaining district 
schools and the smaller rooms in the 
central schools will bo closed April 
26th. The Central and High Schools 
will remain open until May 24th, 
which will be the close of the regular 
nine months term as required by the 
school law.

there has been absolutely no provision 
for the increase In the costtof main¬ 
taining the public schools, and the 
additional expense of instructing the 
pupils, the increase of $2,000 in the 
levy only being enough to offset the 
amount formerly derived from the 
liquor licenses. During this time the 
the schools of Wicomico county have 
made marked advances, both in efll- 
clency and in the number of scholars 
enrolled. 

The county board is getting together 
statistics showing the condition of 
Wicomico’s scliool llnances compared j 
with the flourisliing condition of the 
other counties in the state. When 
this has been done the matter will be 
laid before the county atllcials In an 
endeavor to bring about an Increase of 
the school levy.

The 
sales of matured oysters amount to one 
or two thonsand dollars a year. Tbe 
capital inveated ia amall, and tbe owners 
have much time (or other pursuits. 

Tbe system of sound planting, or 
more properly, deep water oyster (arm¬ 
ing, ia more complicated. It began in 
1865, in water twenty to twenty-five 
feet in depth* between Piab lalanda and 
Norwalk lolandt. In 1870, the planters 
began ontalde of the Norwalk Islands 
and a few years later off New Haven 
Harbor.

Slowly the details of the famine now 
raging In China are becoming known 
to the outalde world—a famine wbleh 
in the worst the Cbiuese have nolfered 
in the last forty years and which liM 
nflilcted a population equal to that of 
Ilexico, occuiiylug a territory nearly 
as large ns tbat of the state of New 
York, says the New York Tribune—(or 
In the orient news travels tardily. Th* 
farther west one goes from the ahotes 
of the Yellow sen the more nearly 
stagnant become the facilities of oom- 
municatlon. And while America and 
Burope now know something of the 
partlculan of the famine, the hulk of 
the population In certain Interior prov¬ 
inces of China, say the mioalonattaa.

15,000,000 of their fellow coontiyDwn 
have been overwhelmed with floods 
and that of these. 4,000,000, a mnltltuda 
equal to the populatton of New York 
city, have been reduced to utter deotl- 
tutlon. 

Great aa has been the loss of life and 
property attending the diaaater, it does 
not appall the mind aa much as do the 
crimes that have followed In the wok# 
of the calamity. The slow agonies of 
starvation have driven vast numbers

of about 16 inches above the level. 

In the first 400 feet, according to the 
recent survey made, there are no less 
than SEVEN upgrades, one of them being 
distinctly and decidedly worse than the 
lA-incb upgrade in the first 100 feet, and 
it seems utterly impossible that the 
sewer could have b^n used for the 
length of time it has.
